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FOOD CZAK RESIGNS 
The resignation of Chester C. Davis as wartime food 
administrator, announced in Washington during the 
night, came as a little surprise to his intimate friends, 
according to dispatches. 
They had emphasized from 
the outset that he would not continue in the job unless 
he received the authority which he regarded as neces­ 
sary to carry it out properly. 
Controversies over food policies have marked ad­ 
ministration war programs since the beginning. At the 
bottom of many of them has been the question of farm 
and retail prices. When the first price control law was 
being debated in congress, Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude R. Wickard urged that the official responsible 
for production, which is his office, should have control 
of prices. He argued that price was a delicate mechan­ 
ism which could be used to encourage or discourage 
production. 
President Roosevelt and congress took a counter 
view, holding that control of all prices should be cen­ 
tered in one agency, the Office of Price Administration. 
It is possible the development that influenced Davis 
most strongly to step aside was the inauguration, with­ 
out his knowledge or approval, of the price roll-back 
and subsidy program on meats, butter and coffee—a 
program which has encountered determined opposition 
by farm state members in congress. 


HATCHING POSTS ESSENTIAL 
One of the most important services provided the 
airlines and the military air forces today is the aircraft 
spotting system that is net-worked through the nation. 
Many lives have been saved and hundreds of planes have 
been recovered through the alertness of the watchers. 
Most sections of the country are well organized in 
this respect, and some of our neighboring counties have 
first rate systems. Warren county in the rural sections 
is holding its own, but Warren borough is lagging far 
behind. 


Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, whom everybody rec­ 
ognizes as knowing something about flying and wiiat it 
means to be saved from a wrecked plane, praises the 
worth of the airplane spotters and claims it is the most 
important branch of the defense system. 
It is true that all civilian defense units would be 
useless without the watching posts. 
If there were no 
way of knowing planes w’ere coming, the rest of the 
units would be helpless. 
Yet Warren, with a complete 
system of defense groups of all oth- r kinds, has no air 
spotting organization. 
You can participate in this vital work by calling 
Warren 35 and registering your name, or by filling out 
the blank printed elsewhere in this paper. 
The Ex­ 
change Club of Warren is organizing the Warren unit, 
and is providing gasoline for transportation to the post. 
If the desired 400 volunteers are obtained, you will 
be asked to serve only one four-hour shift a month. 


NEWSPAPERS HAVE A DEFENDER 
Publishers of the country discovered a defender in 
Representative Grant, of Indiana, Monday when that 
statesman arose and told the house that newspapers 
“are being choker to death by the flood of government 
handouts, while on the other hand continued cuts ii the 
supply of newsprint strike out at the jugular vein of 
our free press.” 
“Last Friday,’’ Grant recalled, “the War Production 
Board announced that recommendations have been made 
to require newspapers to reduce their use of newsprint 
by another five per cent the first of July.” 
Saying the government’s actions arc not consistent 
with this recommendation, Grant continued: 
“There isn t a newspaper publisher in the land who 
would hesitate at taking his pro-rata share of any nec­ 
essary cut, and even more, if he felt that the govern­ 
ment itself was setting a good example. 
“But such is not the case,” he charged. 
“Three 
thousand two hundred government publicity agencies 
still flood the country with handouts on every conceiv­ 
able subject under the sun, that end up in newspaper 
waste baskets. 
Most of them serve no useful purpose 
whatever. 
They only add to the sum total of the 
country’s available supply of waste paper.” 
And to this assertion every newspaper worker whose 
duty it is to judge those 3,200 handouts and finally 
dispose of them, will add a vociferous amen!
